To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  upon  the  lines  indicated  in  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  22/58  (Wales)  and  contains 
sections  dealing  with  Vital  Statistics,  Social  Conditions,  Health 
Services,  Water  Supplies,  Housing,  Drainage,  Public  Cleansing, 
Food  Hygiene,  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  there  were  678  births,  and  the  number  of 
infants  who  died  within  the  first  year  was  16  giving  a rate  of  23  -6 
per  1,000.  The  number  of  babies  who  died  within  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  13  giving  a death  rate  of  19  17  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  general  deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  472  and 
the  death  rate  was  11*56  per  1 ,000,  this  rate  was  below  the  rate 
for  the  Country  as  a whole  and  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  County  which  was  11*88. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  has  been 
considerably  less  this  year  than  for  the  previous  year,  the  figures 
being  226  compared  with  731.  Of  this  number  55  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  there  were  no  deaths  as  a result  of  these  diseases. 

There  is  one  disease  which  is  occurring  much  more  frequently, 
namely,  ‘Sonne  dysentery — this  is  not  in  itself  a serious  disease 
although  occasionally  it  may  be.  However,  it  does  appear  to 
spread  very  readily  and  effects  a number  of  persons  in  the  same 
household,  and  can  spread  very  rapidly  in  a school  unless  certain 
protecting  measures  are  taken. 
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During  the  year  there  were  fewer  council  houses  under  con- 
struction. The  work  in  connection  with  the  ten-storied  block  of 
flats  at  Coryton  has  proceeded  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
will  be  ready  for  occupation  during  the  first  half  of  1959.  Of  the 
unfit  or  Category  V properties  which  are  still  remaining  there 
were  only  67  on  the  3 1st  December,  1958.  The  reason  why  these 
have  not  been  dealt  with  is  that  they  are  occupied  in  the  main  by 
elderly  persons,  who  are  not  anxious  to  leave  their  old  homes,  to 
be  rehoused  in  council  houses. 

Several  of  the  more  urgently  needed  sewerage  schemes  have 
been  proceeding  during  the  year  and  the  schemes  at  St.  Fagans 
and  Cross  Common  have  been  completed. 

Food  Hygiene  in  connection  with  food  shops  has  shown  a 
steady  improvement  with  the  installation  of  modern  equipment  as 
an  aid  to  improved  hygiene  and  sanitation,  those  premises  where 
conditions  have  not  been  so  improved  are  being  kept  under 
observation. 

There  has  been  a marked  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  public 
towards  atmospheric  pollution,  no  doubt  due  to  the  passing  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  this  awareness  is  shown  by  the  number 
of  reports  which  have  been  submitted  on  various  works  premises 
throughout  the  year.  Details  of  the  action  taken  will  be  seen  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 

During  the  summer  months  there  is  a growing  demand  for 
holidays  at  caravan  sites.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of 
families  who  take  this  type  of  holiday  and  the  only  correct  figures 
available  are  those  for  the  number  of  caravans  on  each  site.  The 
total  figure  for  all  sites  in  the  area  was  1,691.  The  standard  of 
caravan  is  showing  an  improvement  each  year  as  regards  size  and 
design,  thus  making  for  more  comfortable  living.  There  is  a 
tendency  for  families  to  occupy  what  really  amounts  to  two 
caravans — which  are  placed  end  on  to  each  other  and  thereby 
taking  up  the  equivalent  of  44  feet.  These  sites  where  the  spacing 
of  vans  is  40  feet  between  rows  will  require  some  modification 
of  the  standard  conditions  to  meet  this  newer  type  of  caravan. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  once  again  to  record  a year  of  progress 
in  many  of  the  facets  of  environmental  hygiene  and  I appreciate 
the  enthusiastic  support  given  at  all  times  by  the  Committee  to 
matters  relating  to  the  Public  Health.  The  year’s  work  has  added 
to  the  Council’s  already  fine  record  of  achievement  in  the  post 
war  period.

Birth  Rate 

Of  the  678  births  notified  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  only  228 
took  place  within  the  district,  i.e.  34%.  In  1958  it  was  32%  ; there 
is  a tendency  for  it  to  become  more  general  for  confinements  to 
take  place  in  maternity  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  rather  than  in 
the  home. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

This  year  the  figure  continues  to  compare  favourably  with  that 
for  all  other  rural  districts  in  the  county.  The  rate  for  the  Cardiff 
Rural  area  was  23*6  in  1958  ; for  other  rural  districts  it  was  25-87 
and  for  the  Administrative  County  the  rate  was  28-83. 

Neonatal  Mortality 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  (i.e.,  the  deaths  of  children  in  the 
first  four  weeks  of  life)  was  19-17  compared  with  18-22  for  other 
rural  districts  and  20-50  for  the  Administrative  County.

(b)  Ambulance  Services 

Medical  practitioners  in  the  district  are  able  to  use  the  service 
of  the  Health  Department  in  securing  the  removal  of  infectious 
disease  cases,  where  necessary,  and  their  accommodation  in  hospital. 
On  request,  the  Health  Department  contacts  the  appropriate 
hospital  and  arranges,  through  the  County  Ambulance  Service,  for 
an  ambulance  to  be  provided. 
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(c)  Tuberculosis  Clinics 

There  are  four  centres  at  which  patients  from  your  district  can 
attend  for  examination  and  or  treatment.  They  are  situated  at 
No.  20  Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff ; “Glenview,”  Court  House  Street, 
Pontypridd  ; The  Amy  Evans  Memorial  Hospital,  Barry,  and  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  at  3,  Castle  Street,  Cardiff. 

At  these  centres,  examinations  including  X-ray  and  tests,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physicians.  The  examinations  are  not 
confined  to  persons  who  are  actually  suffering  from  tuberculosis  but 
a large  number  of  contacts  also  are  examined  so  that  any  evidence 
of  tubercular  infection  may  be  detected  as  early  as  possible,  so 
giving  the  patients  a better  opportunity  of  being  cured. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  years  past  in  all  notifications  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  examine  the  milk  supply  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

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SECTION  C 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  has  acheived  its  objective  in  providing  a mains 
supply  of  wholesome  water  to  every  village  in  the  Council’s  district. 
The  village  pump  and  even  the  street  tap  have  now  been  superseded 
by  a mains  supply  of  water  leading  on  to  each  private  premises 
within  reasonable  distance  of  the  public  mains.  The  next  step 
must  be  to  provide  a system  to  secure  hot  and  cold  water  services 
and  bathing  facilities  for  each  household  and  this  might  be  achieved, 
in  a very  large  measure,  by  means  of  the  Housing  (Improvement 
Grants)  Act,  1949. 

The  area  is  provided  with  water  from  a variety  of  sources,  the 
Cardiff*  Corporation  being  the  principal  suppliers.  They  supply 
water  as  statutory  undertakers  in  the  parishes  of  Whitchurch, 
Lisvane  and  Llanedeyrn  and  supply  water  in  bulk  through  our 
own  mains  to  a number  of  parishes.  We  also  receive  bulk  supplies 
from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  Barry  Corporation  and 
from  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board.  Your  Council  own  and 
operate  three  small  reservoir  supplies,  one  at  Pentyrch  one  at 
Gwaelodygarth  and  one  at  Rudry.  The  Pentyrch  supply  is  provided 
with  chlorination  plant  and  with  apparatus  for  treating  the  water 
with  sodium  hydroxide  so  as  to  raise  the  pH  value  and  thus  safe- 
guard against  plumbo-solvency.  The  Gwaelodygarth  and  Rudry 
supplies  are  from  springs  with  a high  standard  of  purity  which  do 
not  require  any  chemical  treatment. 

Tables  appear  on  pages  16a  and  16b  giving  details  of  the  source 
of  supply  of  water  to  each  parish  together  with  details  of  the 
analysis  of  samples  taken  during  each  quarter  of  the  year.  Samples 
of  water  from  each  source  of  supply  are  taken  regularly  each 
quarter  and  the  results  reported  in  a joint  report  to  the  Health 
Committee.  Unsatisfactory  results  are  immediately  conveyed  to 
the  water  undertakers  responsible  for  the  supply  and  they  take 
the  appropriate  remedial  action. 

I am  obliged  to  Mr.  Youldon,  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
for  the  following  particulars  : — 

Water  Schemes 

It  is  proposed  in  1959  to  connect  part  of  Rhydygwern  to  the 
water  mains  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board  at  Machen  to 
assist  the  supply  of  this  area  in  times  of  drought. 

Six  hundred  and  ninety  new  houses  were  connected  to  water 
mains  in  1958. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Schemes  of  sewer  construction  and  privy  conversion  have  this 
year  again  proceeded  at  a very  progressive  pace  and  has  made  it 
possible  to  suspend  night  soil  collection  in  the  southern  portion  of 
the  district.  This  is  real  progress  because  night  soil  collection  is 
surely  the  most  objectionable  of  the  local  authorities’  sanitary 
facilities  ; its  eradication  is  a very  welcome  feature  indeed. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  St.  Fagans  which  includes  a disposal 
plant  suitably  situated  was  completed  in  February,  1958.  This 
scheme  has  made  it  possible  to  effect  the  conversion  of  many 
privies  in  the  village  and  has  resulted  in  remedying  a nuisance 
on  farm  land  which  might  have  been  a source  of  danger  to  dairy 
cattle  and  the  cause  of  pollution  in  the  nearby  River  Ely. 

Evidence  was  being  prepared  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  in 
support  of  a scheme  to  extend  the  St.  Fagans  sewer  to  receive  the 
drainage  of  properties  on  the  south  side  of  the  railway,  this  was 
thought  expedient  in  view  of  the  contemplated  alteration  to  road 
and  railway  bridges  at  St.  Fagans,  and  carrying  out  of  this  work 
during  the  course  of  reconstructing  the  bridges  would  save  a 
substantial  sum  of  money  to  the  Council. 

The  Wenvoe  Scheme  received  the  Ministry’s  approval  and 
arrangements  were  being  made  to  commence  work  on  the  scheme 
early  in  January,  1959. 

The  Cross  Common  Road  Sewer  Extension  was  completed 
in  April,  1958. 

Other  schemes  envisaged  include  one  for  Hollybush  Road, 
Llanedeyrn  and  one  for  the  village  of  Creigiau. 

Seven  schemes  of  privy  conversion  were  completed  during  the 
year  and  these  included  two  schools  where  unsatisfactory  facilities 
needed  urgent  attention.  These  were  Pendoylan  Church  School 
and  Dinas  Powis  Church  School,  both  schools  are  now  provided 
with  modern  water-closets  and  urinal  facilities  and  are  connected 
to  a mains  systen  of  drainage. 

Waterloo  Row,  Rudry  and  Wernddu  Row,  Van  have  benefited 
considerably  by  the  provision  of  main  drainage  and  water  closet 
system  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  completion  of  the  scheme  at  Station  Terrace,  Peterston- 
super-Ely  has  made  it  possible  for  the  owners  to  fulfil  their  promise 
to  provide  modern  sanitary  facilities  directly  sewers  and  drains 
were  made  available.  I am  pleased  to  note  that  modern  facilities 
of  good  standard  are  being  provided.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  the  duty  of  inspecting  farms  and  farm  premises  was 
laid  upon  the  Council  and  the  rodent  control  service  of  the  depart- 
ment was  re-organised  so  as  to  allocate  one  rodent  operative  to 
duties  in  the  built-up  areas  of  Whitchurch,  Rhiwbina,  Tongwynlais, 
Gwaelodygarth,  Pentyrch,  Radyr  and  Morganstown  ; the  other 
operative  was  granted  a travelling  allowance  for  a motor  vehicle 
and  his  duties  were  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  district  and 
included  farms  and  farmlands  and  the  built-up  areas  of  Dinas 
Powis  and  Rhoose.

Sewers  are  periodically  treated  ; during  the  year  two  main- 
tenance treatments  for  rats  in  sewers  were  undertaken  as  follows  : — 


May  and  June 

Test  baiting  at  Whitchurch,  St.  Andrews,  Pentyrch,  Radyr, 
Lisvane,  Llanedeyrn,  Penmark,  Rudry  and  Van. 
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Farms  were  only  inspected  by  the  operatives,  the  rodent 
control  duties  were  performed  by  Ministry  of  Agriculture  staff. 
However,  most  effective  means  of  co-ordination  between  the  two 
agencies  existed.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  divisional 
rodent  officer  of  the  Ministry  and  the  pests  officer  of  the  Glamorgan 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  that  where  farms  requiring 
treatment  adjoined  residential  areas  or  refuse  tips,  joint  action 
was  always  taken. 

As  a result  of  the  inspections  of  farms  the  number  of  contracts 
between  farmers  and  the  Pests  Division  of  the  Glamorgan  Agri- 
cultural Executive  Committee  steadly  increased  and  continued 
efforts  were  made  to  urge  farmers  who  were  treating  minor  infesta- 
tions themselves  to  contract  with  the  Executive  Committee. 

Concurrently  with  this  effective  administrative  co-ordination, 
the  scientific  branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  kept  us  informed 
of  the  new  methods  of  rodent  control  and  regular  refresher  courses 
were  attended  by  the  rodent  operatives. 

The  use  of  improved  rodenticides  was  immediately  adopted 
and  it  has  been  rare  that  even  difficult  infestations  have  not  been 
dealt  with  very  quickly  and  with  a minimum  of  nuisance  to  the 
occupiers  of  the  infested  premises. 

Systematic  treatments  of  refuse  tips  began  with  the  original 
scheme  and  this  has  avoided  the  occurrence  of  “reservoir”  in- 
festations. Sewer  treatments  are  periodically  carried  out  by  members 
of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  department. 

In  May,  1958  the  Council  were  informed  that  the  rat  and 
mouse  contracts  service  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  was  to  be  run  down  over  the  next  twelve  months. 
The  Council  decided  that  the  rodent  operatives  should  (having 
been  invited  by  the  Chief  Pests  Officer)  receive  instruction  in  the 
methods  of  disinfestation  employed  by  the  Ministry’s  staff.  In 
addition  to  this  immediate  action  was  instituted  to  visit  and 
circularise  all  farmers  in  the  district  with  the  object  of  obtaining 
as  many  renewals  and  new  contracts  as  possible.  As  the  new  set-up 
for  farms  did  not  come  fully  under  the  Council's  control  until 
1st  April,  1959,  it  is  rather  too  early  to  attempt  any  assessment  of 
it.  Present  indications,  however,  are  that  there  is  scope  for  the 
extension  of  this  service  as  a valuable  aid  to  the  agricultural 
community. 

The  routine  work  of  this  section  of  the  Health  Department, 
apart  from  its  farming  aspect,  deserves  consideration  too.  Taking 
the  ten  years  since  the  scheme  began,  nearly  5,000  houses  have 
been  treated. 
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Such  infestations  are  brought  to  our  notice  either  by  occupiers 
or  are  discovered  by  the  continuous  survey  of  their  districts  which 
are  made  daily  by  each  rodent  operative.  Business  premises  are 
not  neglected  and  we  have  had  a number  of  comments  by  trades- 
people upon  the  tactful  approach  by  the  operatives  which  is  so 
necessary  from  a shop-keeper’s  point  of  view.  Since  the  current 
re-organisation  contracts  have  been  secured  with  a number  of 
shops  and  other  business  premises,  which  would  appear  to  signify 
continued  approval  of  our  service. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  system  of  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  conducted 
by  direct  labour  in  the  Council’s  district.  A collection  service 
operates  throughout  the  district  giving  the  householders  a once- 
weekly  collection,  and  this  appears  to  meet  the  general  need 
adequately.  The  Service  operates  regularly  and  very  few  complaints 
are  received  concerning  the  collections. 

A marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  type  of  refuse 
receptacle  used  by  the  householder,  the  majority  now  use  the 
regulation  type  bin  or  one  closely  resembling  it.  Your  inspectors 
keep  this  matter  under  observation  regularly  and  endeavour  to 
persuade  defaulting  householders  and  business  premises  to  provide 
the  approved  type  of  receptacle. 

In  order  to  assist  tenants  of  both  Council  and  private  houses, 
the  Council  operate  two  schemes  of  providing  bins  where  necessary 
on  payment  of  an  agreed  amount.  In  the  case  of  the  Council  house 
tenant  a charge  of  three  pence  is  added  to  the  weekly  rent  for  a 
period  of  approximately  2\  years  and  the  bin  then  becomes  the 
property  of  the  tenant.  The  scheme  for  the  private  house-holder 
is  in  accordance  with  that  stipulated  in  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  and  the  subsequent  Dust  Bin  Orders  which 
fixed  the  maximum  permitted  charges  to  be  made.  This  latter 
scheme  is  becoming  more  acceptable  to  house-holders  and  we 
now  find  that  in  some  districts  it  is  in  demand  where  previously 
it  was  found  difficult  to  introduce  it.  During  the  past  few  years 
the  Council  have  provided  1,198  bins  to  tenants  of  Council  houses 
and  212  to  occupiers  of  private  houses. 

A night  soil  collection  by  private  contract  operates  in  one  part 
of  the  district,  but  this  is  about  to  cease  because  of  the  progress 
made  with  privy  conversion  schemes. 

Refuse  disposal  is  conducted  on  the  lines  of  controlled  tipping 
which  requires  that  refuse  shall  be  tipped  in  layers  not  exceeding 
six  feet  deep  and  each  layer  must  be  covered  with  9 inches  of  earth

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or  other  suitable  material.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  with 
the  refuse  tip  at  Taffs  Well  where  internal  combustion  gave  rise 
to  complaints  of  offensive  smell.  The  fire  has  since  been  extinguished 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  sufficient  cover  so  as  to 
prevent  a recurrence  of  the  fire  with  its  resultant  offensive  smell. 
The  refuse  tips  are  being  treated  regularly  for  disinfestation  of 
rats  and  flies  and  a recent  inspection  indicates  a very  satisfactory 
condition  at  each  of  the  tips  operated  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  given  enthusiastic  support  to  an  anti-litter 
campaign  and  this  has  resulted  in  much  improvement  in  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  shopping  sections  of  Whitchurch  in  particular.  A further 
stage  in  this  campaign  includes  the  erection  of  public  notices  calling 
attention  to  the  requirements  and  penalties  of  the  Litter  Act,  1958. 

A list  of  the  sites  where  baskets  and  bins  are  provided  appears 
below  and  members  may  wish  to  suggest  other  sites  where  bins 
or  baskets  might  prove  useful.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  private  or  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Council’s 
district  but  portions  of  the  Rivers  Ely  and  Taff  are  used  by  young 
bathers  during  the  Summer  months. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

To  secure  a high  standard  of  atmospheric  purity  should  be  one 
of  the  primary  aims  of  the  community.  We  should  seek  to  secure 
a standard  of  atmospheric  purity  comparable  with  that  established 
for  public  water  supplies,  milk,  meat,  etc.  It  is  claimed  that  a good 
standard  is  attainable  within  fifteen  years  of  the  passing  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  1956,  that  is,  if  every  local  authority  strives  to  achieve 
this  objective. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  gave  impetus  to  a public  demand  for  clean 
air  and  since  that  date  people  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
industrial  premises  have  become  more  conscious  of  smoke,  grit, 
dust  and  fume  emitted  from  industrial  premises. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a major  problem  in  the  Council’s 
district  at  the  present  time  and  the  number  of  complaints  received 
during  the  year  were  not  very  many  by  comparison  with  the 
population.  Fortunately,  the  most  troublesome  industries,  that  of 
calcining  dolomite,  are  situated  in  rather  thinly  populated  parts 
of  the  district  and  only  those  living  near  the  works  complain  of  the 
emissions  from  the  processes. 

Until  recently  the  tinplate  works  known  as  “Melingriffith,” 
caused  nuisances  from  dust,  smoke  and  fume  and  many  complaints 
were  received  every  year  from  the  staff  of  the  Whitchurch  Hospital 
and  from  tenants  of  nearby  Council  Houses.  The  works  ceased 
operations  in  October  1957  and  all  the  machinery,  furnaces  and 
stores  used  for  tinplate  manufacture  were  sold  and  removed 
from  the  premises.  Works  of  light  engineering  and  chrome  plating 
now  occupy  the  building  which  formerly  housed  the  tinplate  works 
and  fortunately  all  the  new  plant  is  propelled  by  electrical  force 
obtained  from  the  National  Grid  System.  Space  heating  for  the 
comfort  of  the  workers  is  provided  by  means  of  convector  oil 
heaters.  The  atmosphere  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  works  is 
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now  clean  and  the  Council  should  exercise  their  discretion  with 
firm  determination  when  considering  new  industries  in  this  neighbour- 
hood in  order  to  prevent  any  recurrence  of  the  nuisances  associated 
with  former  industries. 

The  Council  adopted  the  Model  By-laws  under  Section  24  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  which  requires  that  new  buildings  shall 
be  provided  with  such  arrangements  for  heating  or  cooking  as  are 
calculated  to  prevent  as  far  as  practicable  the  emission  of  smoke. 
The  Minister  confirmed  the  By-law  on  the  tenth  day  of  November, 
1958.

Steetley  Doloma  Co.,  Ltd.,  Gwaelodygarth,  Pentyrch 

The  Steetley  Doloma  Works  is  situated  on  the  hillside  at 
Gwaelodygarth  and  consists  of  seven  shafts  kilns  and  crushing 
plant.  When  the  plant  is  working  to  full  capacity,  that  is  to  say, 
six  out  of  the  seven  kilns  (because  one  kiln  is  being  reconditioned 
while  the  other  six  are  in  operation),  a large  volume  of  smoke  and 
distinctive  fume  is  produced,  which,  during  periods  of  prevailing 
wind,  passes  in  an  upward  direction  and  does  not  give  offence 
to  anyone.  However,  during  periods  of  low  cloud  and  low  pressure, 
the  smoke  and  fume  is  blown  down  in  the  direction  of  neighbouring 
dwellinghouses  and  causes  a nuisance.  Many  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year  and  the  complaints  were  the  subject  of 
discussion  at  several  Health  Committee  and  Council  Meetings. 
Several  visits  were  made  to  the  works  premises  and  regular  tests 
for  sulphur  dioxide  were  taken  at  the  points  of  complaint,  the 
figures  obtained  were  not  as  high  as  one  might  expect  in  the  circum- 
stances. The  Steetley  Company  appear  anxious  to  improve  con- 
ditions at  the  plant  to  minimise  the  emissions  of  grit  and  dust. 
Experiments  were  carried  out  by  a manufacturing  firm  of  gas 
purifiers  but  the  results  obtained  were  not  satisfactory  and  the 
Steetley  Company  then  took  the  matter  up  with  another  firm 
specialising  in  the  manufacture  of  washery  systems  of  grit  and 
dust  arrestors. 

For  this  investigation  to  be  made,  it  was  necessary  for  a 
sufficient  supply  of  water  to  be  available.  Fortunately  a supply 
was  found  by  tapping  springs  in  an  old  iron  working  situated  on 
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the  mountainside  and  this  necessitated  laying  pipes  a distance  of 
1,000  yards  to  carry  the  water  to  the  works.  It  is  anticipated  that 
experiments  will  be  carried  out  in  the  early  months  of  1959. 

Cefn  On  Basic  Co.,  Van 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year,  complaints  were  received 
regarding  the  dust  emission  from  these  works.  However,  the 
management  were  preparing  plans  for  dealing  with  this  matter,  and 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  September  and  October  work 
proceeded  with  the  installation  of  new  works  in  the  crushing  and 
loading  sections  of  the  works. 

Some  operating  difficulties  were  experienced  which  have  now 
been  eliminated  and  as  a result  a considerable  improvement  in  the 
dust  condition  has  been  effected. 

British  Transport  Commission  Locomotive  Repair  Works,  Van 

Complaints  were  received  about  smoke  nuisance  arising  from 
these  works. 

The  trouble  emanated  from  two  sources  (a)  two  hand  fired 
stationery  locomotive  boilers  providing  steam  for  heating  and 
power  use  within  the  works  and  (b)  a coal  fired  heating  furnace. 

(a)  This  is  a temporary  arrangement  and  plans  have  been 
prepared  for  a new  package  type  oil  fired  installation.  As 
an  interim  measure  a new  type  of  brickette  fuel  is  being 
used  and  a special  type  of  fire  door  designed  by  the  Fuel 
Research  Station  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  has  been  fitted.  These  measures 
have  brought  about  a considerable  improvement. 

(b)  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  conversion  of  this 
furnace  to  gas-firing. 

Coates  Bros.,  Waterloo  Works,  Rudry 

Emissions  of  black  smoke  from  the  burning  of  waste  materials 
at  the  site  of  this  factory  led  to  complaints  from  residents  in  the 
area. 

Because  of  the  highly  inflammable  nature  of  this  waste,  disposal 
presents  a somewhat  difficult  problem,  and  enquiries  are  being 
made  by  the  firm  with  a view  to  obtaining  a type  of  incinerator 
which  will  burn  the  waste  without  the  emission  of  black  smoke. 

Penarth  Cement  Works 

It  was  agreed  between  the  Penarth  Urban  District  Council  and 
the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  that  they  should  jointly  undertake 
the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  vicinity  of  the  above 
works,  for  a period  of  six  months. 
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The  necessary  apparatus  and  instruments  were  obtained  and 
readings  for  the  deposition  of  dust,  ash,  grit,  etc.,  and  the  quantity 
of  sulphur  trioxide  emitted  into  the  atmosphere  was  commenced 
on  July  1st,  1958. 

One  deposit  gauge  and  three  lead  peroxide  candles  were  set 
up  at  the  following  locations. 

Deposit  Gauge  Augusta  Crescent,  Penarth. 

Lead  Peroxide  Candles  : — 

1.  Paget  Rooms,  Penarth. 

2.  Lavernock  Road,  Penarth. 

3.  Home  Farm,  Cog,  Sully. 

It  is  hoped  that  a further  joint  meeting  of  representatives  from 
both  authorities  together  with  the  Inspector  of  Alkali  Works,  will 
be  held  early  in  January,  1959,  to  assess  the  results  and  to  recommend 
to  their  respective  authorities  what  further  action  may  be  necessary 
as  a result  of  these  investigations. 


CAMPING  SITES 


A local  authority  has  power  under  Section  268  and  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  to  control  the  use  of  land  as  sites  for 
moveable  dwellings. 

There  has  been  a rapid  growth  of  caravan  sites  in  the  Rural 
District  in  the  post  war  period,  and  at  present  there  are  11  sites 
in  the  Council’s  district.  Five  of  these  sites  are  residential,  i.e.,  are 
used  throughout  the  year,  and  six  are  used  from  the  period  1st 
March  to  31st  October  in  each  year.

Five  of  the  residential  sites  are  being  used  throughout  the  year, 
on  three  of  these  sites  conditions  are  satisfactory,  on  the  other 
two  sites,  additional  facilities,  such  as  slop  water  gullies  and  water 
points  have  not  yet  been  provided  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
recommended  standards.  It  is  hoped  that  the  site  operators  con- 
cerned will  complete  the  additional  services  required  by  the  end 
of  1959. 

The  sanitary  conditions  on  summer  sites  generally  are  satisfactory 
and  on  six  sites,  there  is  a supply  of  electricity  provided,  from  which 
individual  caravans  and  the  site  area  are  lighted. 

The  Council  have  achieved  considerable  success  in  conjunction 
with  the  site  operators  in  the  improvement  of  conditions  on  the 
sites.  During  the  period  end  of  July  to  Mid-August,  all  the  sites 
are  generally  full,  although  1958  was  not  a good  caravan  year,  due 
to  the  very  wet  summer,  and  the  holding  of  the  Empire  Games 
in  Cardiff  in  July,  1958.  Many  regular  visitors  who  normally 
spend  a holiday  in  a caravan  at  the  seaside,  chose  instead  to  see 
the  Games  at  Cardiff. 

Again  in  1958  there  was  one  instance  of  the  owner  of  land 
taking  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  1936  which  permits  the  land  to  be  used  for  the  stationing 
of  moveable  dwellings  for  not  more  than  42  consecutive  days 
without  a licence. 

In  addition  to  licences  authorising  persons  to  use  land  as 
sites  for  moveable  dwellings,  the  Council  granted  four  individual 
licences  during  1958  having  considered  the  circumstances  of  each 
applicant. 

First  aid  kits  have  been  provided  by  all  Site  Operators  for  the 
treatment  of  minor  conditions.  Fire  fighting  equipment  is  provided 
on  all  the  sites,  for  use  in  cases  of  emergency.  Each  fire  point 
consists  of  a covered  stand  containing  two  buckets  of  sand,  one 
bucket  of  water,  one  stirrup  pump  and  one  chemical  extinguisher. 
The  telephone  number  of  the  nearest  Fire  Brigade  and  Ambulance 
Depot  is  also  exhibited  on  the  site. 

In  the  Swanbridge  area  of  the  Parish  of  Sully,  the  drainage 
from  two  caravan  sites,  together  with  twelve  private  houses, 
discharges  onto  the  foreshore.  This  unsatisfactory  means  of 
disposal  has  been  a matter  of  concern  to  me  for  some  years  and  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council  have  prepared  a sewerage 
scheme  for  the  area  which  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval. 
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FACTORIES  ACT,  1937— Section  34— MEANS  OF  ESCAPE  IN 

CASE  OF  FIRE 


Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  applies  to  every  factory — 

(a)  in  which  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed,  or 

(b)  in  which  more  than  ten  persons  are  employed  on  a first 
floor  of  the  building  or  more  than  twenty  feet  above 
the  ground  floor  level. 

(c)  in  or  under  which  explosives  or  highly  inflammable 
materials  are  stored  or  used. 

As  regards  (a)  and  ( b ) there  are  12  factories,  all  of  which 
have  certificates  indicating  satisfactory  means  of  escape. 

Regarding  (c)  there  are  a few  motor  repair  garages  in  which 
highly  inflammable  materials  such  as  cellulose  and  “thinning” 
fluids  may  be  used  from  time  to  time  and  these  are  controlled  by 
the  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders — 1934  No.  990  which  are  super- 
vised by  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Factories.

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SECTION  r> 

HOUSING 

The  Council’s  record  in  their  administration  of  the  Housing 
Acts  during  the  post  war  period  is  praiseworthy.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  your  Council  were  among  the  first  of  the  local 
authorities  to  apply  for  confirmation  of  slum  clearance  orders 
after  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  these  referred  to  36  properties  at 
Gwaelodygarth  (numbering  thirty-six  as  a first  instalment)  forming 
three  clearance  areas  which  were  all  confirmed  by  the  Minister. 
In  1947,  the  Council,  in  common  with  all  the  other  local  authorities 
in  Glamorgan,  commenced  a survey  of  all  the  “working  class” 
properties  in  the  district  and  these  were  regarded  as  properties 
having  a rateable  value  not  exceeding  £15.  A detailed  inspection 
of  5,135  dwellinghouses  was  completed  during  a period  of  approxi- 
mately two  years  and  each  of  the  properties  was  placed  in  a Category 
appropriate  to  its  condition.  The  survey  revealed  the  following 
condition  on  1950.

In  addition  to  this  number,  the  Council  were  at  the  time 
burdened  with  the  supervision  of  five  ex-service  camps  with  a 
total  of  87  families  housed  in  hutments.  These  were  regarded  as 
properties  which  should  be  demolished  and  the  families  rehoused 
at  the  earliest  opportunity.  The  rehousing  of  families  from  hutments 
was  given  first  priority  and  as  each  family  was  rehoused  the 
hutments  were  immediately  demolished. 

When  the  Housing  Act  of  1954  became  operative,  it  required 
every  local  authority  to  submit  to  the  Minister  a five  year  programme 
of  slum  clearance,  and  it  was  hoped  where  possible  to  eliminate 
all  the  unfit  properties  within  the  five  year  period.  Through  having 
pursued  a progressive  policy  of  slum  clearance  before  the  passing 
of  this  act,  the  Council  were  able  to  submit  a programme  containing 
only  166  unfit  properties  and  22  hutments  for  clearance  within 
the  five  year  period  which  expires  in  1960.  At  the  present  time  it 
appears  that  we  will  have  achieved  the  objective.  At  least,  the 
worst  properties  will  have  been  dealt  with  formally,  and  those 
remaining  are  of  the  better  type  Category  5 properties  occupied 
by  persons  who  prefer  to  remain  in  their  present  cottages  to  moving 
into  a Council  house  or  flat.

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I have  found  the  Housing  Committee  most  helpful  in  dealing 
with  families  recommended  for  rehousing  on  the  grounds  of  medical 
necessity,  overcrowding  or  bad  housing  conditions  and  I am  happy 
to  state  that  neighbouring  authorities  readily  co-operate  in  any 
investigations  concerning  applicants  residing  temporarily  in  their 
area  who  wish  to  return  to  their  original  place  of  abode. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957  has  not  been  difficult  to  administer  in  the 
Council’s  area,  insofar  as  Certificates  of  Disrepair  are  concerned. 
Since  the  inception  of  the  Act  in  1957,  only  50  tenants  have  made 
application  for  a certificate  of  disrepair  and  undertakings  given  by 
landlords  have  in  the  main  been  satisfactorily  completed.

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SECTION  E 


MILK 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954 
brought  about  the  establishment  in  Wales  of  the  first  two  “Specified 
areas”  in  which  all  milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  of  “Special  Designa- 
tion,” i.e.,  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin  tested  milk,  and  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  forms  part  of  one  of  these  areas. 

During  the  year,  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  extension  of  specified  areas,  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  dairy  herds  attested,  and  the  widespread  distribution 
of  pasteurised  milk,  is  reducing  the  necessity  for  routine  biological 
examination  of  milk. 

In  the  County  of  Glamorgan  the  practice  of  issuing  to  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  County  Districts  a schedule  showing  the  rate 
at  which  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  has  now  ceased.  It  is 
now  left  to  District  Medical  Officers  to  decide  whether  samples 
should  be  submitted  in  those  cases  where  they  might  usefully  be 
examined  in  pursuance  of  preventive  measures  against  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  in  milk. 

Supervision  of  the  process  of  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
remains  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  during  the  year  in  the  number 
of  food  shops  serving  the  area,  associated  with  the  development 
of  both  Council  and  private  estates. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  steady  progress  that  is  being 
maintained  in  the  overall  improvement  of  shops,  and  this  has 
helped  in  keeping  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  at  a high 
level.  Two  of  the  larger  shops  have  been  converted  to  the  “self- 
service”  system.  This  system  involves  improved  lay-out  and 
display,  increases  pre-packing  and  generally  tends  towards  improved 
hygiene. 

Improved  washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation  has 
been  provided  in  some  of  the  older  and  less  satisfactory  premises, 
and  considerable  improvement  is  noted  in  a local  bakery  where 
gas  fired  ovens  have  replaced  solid  fuel  ovens  refueled  from  within 
the  baking  room.  Another  bakery  in  the  district  has  been  taken 
over  by  a large  company — production  has  ceased  and  the  premises 
are  now  used  solely  as  a storage  and  distribution  depot. 

In  general  a satisfactory  standard  was  observed  and  strict 
supervision  has  been  exercised  to  maintain  and  improve  this 
standard. 

In  addition,  checks  have  been  made  on  the  observance  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950  relating  to  “hours  of  closing,  weekly  half  holidays 
and  Sunday  Trading.” 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  during 
the  year. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  relating  to  suspected 
contaminated  foods.  In  the  first  case  a sponge  cake  was  suspected 
of  being  contaminated  by  mouse  droppings.  The  Public  Analyst’s 
report  confirmed  that  the  substance  was  in  fact  a mixture  of 
caramelised  fat  and  dough. 

In  a second  case,  complaint  was  made  that  a jar  of  fish  paste 
was  suspected  of  being  contaminated  with  paraffin.  Unfortunately, 
the  amount  of  paste  available  was  not  sufficient  to  permit  the 
carrying  out  of  laboratory  tests  to  confirm  the  presence  or  nature 
of  any  contaminant.  The  matter  was  therefore  referred  through 
the  local  trader  to  the  manufacturer. 

A further  complaint  related  to  a portion  of  a cigarette  found 
in  a sausage  supplied  to  a local  institution. 
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The  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  was  called  in  to  take  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  and  the  manufacturers  were  notified  accordingly.  Legal 
proceedings  are  pending  in  this  case. 

Premises  Registered  for  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream 
and  of  Sausages,  etc. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  during  the  year  in  the  number 
of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  giving  a total  of  87  premises  registered  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  ice  cream  and  21  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  cooked  or  preserved  meats.  No  premises  in  the  area  are  registered 
for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 

Ice  Cream 

Thirty-eight  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  as  indicated  below  all  were  of  a 
satisfactory  standard. 

All  the  ice  cream  sold  within  the  Council’s  District  is  prepacked 
and  is  manufactured  in  other  local  authorities’  areas.  Close 
co-operation  has  been  maintained  between  your  officers  and 
officers  of  adjoining  authorities  in  investigating  possible  sources 
of  contamination.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  during  the  year  a total  of  187  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  received  from  medical  practitioners  and  this 
compares  with  769  for  the  previous  year — when  there  was  a heavy 
outbreak  of  measles. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  of  whom  two  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  Unless  there  are  some  special  circumstances  present,  it 
is  the  practice  nowadays  to  nurse  the  patient  at  home. 

Measles 

This  year  there  were  only  74  cases  notified  and  it  appears  that 
as  far  as  our  district  is  concerned  epidemics  occur  biennially. 

Diphtheria 

Again  this  year  no  notifications  were  received — a very  good 
state  of  affairs — but  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  only  by 
continued  use  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  the  giving  of  booster 
doses  that  we  can  hope  to  be  rid  of  this  disease. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  has  supplied  me  with  the 
following  table.

Vaccinations  against  Smallpox 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  an  accurate  figure  for  the  number 
of  vaccinations  which  have  been  carried  out  and  the  figure  of  267 
is  based  upon  the  number  of  cards  which  have  been  submitted  by 
medical  practitioners. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  two  notifications  were  received  whereas  for  the  previous 
year  there  were  126,  nowadays  nearly  all  local  health  authorities 
have  obtained  authority  to  make  arrangements  for  immunisation 
against  this  disease.  The  figures  for  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  are  as 
follows  :

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Dysentery 

Fifty-four  notifications  were  received  as  against  one  for  the 
year  1957  and  98  for  1956,  and  these  were  all  of  Sonne  dysentery. 
The  mode  of  spread  of  this  disease  is  personal  contact,  direct  or 
indirect,  therefore  it  is  essential  that  good  hand  hygiene  should 
be  practised  and  satisfactory  washing  arrangements  should  be 
available  in  connection  with  toilets. 


The  cases  in  the  main  were  admitted  from  a residential  Welfare 
Centre  and  most  of  them  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
Remaining  cases  occurred  mainly  at  a residential  caravan  site  and 
these  were  treated  in  their  own  caravans — particular  attention  being 
paid  to  toilet  and  washing  facilities. 


Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  a female  aged  5 years  1 1 months  was  admitted 
to  the  isolation  hospital  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of 
August,  she  developed  some  paralysis  of  the  right  lower  limbs 
and  received  orthopaedic  treatment,  subsequent  to  her  discharge 
home. 


Tuberculosis 


During  the  year  there  were  notified  38  persons  with  respiratory 
tuberculosis,  of  this  number  23  were  males  and  15  females,  there 
was  only  one  case  of  non-respiratory  disease.
